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PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 
SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA, OCT. 17, 1949 


The American Dental Assistants Association has reached another mile- 
stone on its pathway of existence, the Twenty-fifth, a quarter of a century, 
devoted to the progress of our vocation. That we should be gathered in the 
historical city of San Francisco during the Centennial Year of the famed 
California Gold Rush is in itself an inspiration to aspire to greater achieve- 
ment in the future of our Association. San Francisco is a city famed in the 
history of our country as a city of vision and achievement, let us hope that 
this spirit of achievement will permeate our activities during our Silver 
Anniversary Meeting. 





We have reached maturity, a maturity that brings with it a responsi- 
bility to the future. Without the benefit of the wisdom the years have 
brought, we could not have reached a quarter of a century of achievement. 
We are told that rather than observe birthdays as the accomplishment of 
another calendar year of time, we should cease to measure our lives as so 
many years accomplished and keep a record instead of our worthwhile 
achievements, those steps of progress which will count for the betterment 
of our time and generation or will add some benefit of lasting value to 
humanity. This type of recording should encourage us to try for still greater 
accomplishments rather than lead us to rest on our past achievements. The 
privileges we enjoy today are the product of the imagination, enterprise, and 
common sense of the pioneers of the American Dental Assistants Associa- 
tion, the same as the growth of this remarkable city is the product of the 
pioneers of the West. We of today are indebted to those pioneers of yester- 
year, and to discharge this debt, we must put the future in debt to us. 


We are in a changing world, and we have been in a changing world 
ever since we have been human beings, moving events represent a part of 
any progress and change is inevitable. The architect will design a house 
for tomorrow that will be quite different from the house of today, the litera- 
ture of tomorrow will be quite different from the literature of today, and 
through the phases of evolution and development the assistant of tomorrow 
will be different from the assistant of today. In the activity of the present 
we must look to the future and our decisions as individuals must be based 
on the experience of the past and made with all the wisdom obtainable. 
Our concern and interest is to see that the elements of a professional career 
are opened to the assistants of tomorrow. 


Neither chance nor mere good fortune has brought this association to 
its Silver Anniversary Year. Juliette A. Southard, our Founder, and her 
small group of fellow assistants gathered in Dallas, Texas, in November 
of 1924, laid the foundations of this association solidly, not on grains of 
sand, but on pillars of faith in an ideal. Whether we grow or fail to grow, 
which means whether we use the pillars of this organization, Education, 
Efficiency, Loyalty, and Service, as stepping stones or wear them as orna- 
ments is a matter for the individual to decide. We are today where our 
efforts have brought us, we will be tomorrow where our efforts take us. We 
will be as small as our controlling desires or as great as our dominant aspi- 
ration. Our need is for each of us to come to know her own power in ren- 
dering service and to use it in our daily activities. 
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Within the past-hundred years, the list of great women‘has grown re- 
markably and the activities of women have become linked with every estab- 
lished profession. We all know about Florence Nightingale, the angel of 
mercy whose love of service to suffering humanity prompted her to create 
the profession of the trained medical nurse. What would the medical pro- 
fession do today without their trained nurses? Yet, it took fifty years for 
the trained nurse to acquire the privilege of being registered as a Regis- 
tered Nurse. Anna C. Maxwell was the woman who because of her clear 
vision, determination, and perseverance brought about this registration and 
standards of qualification. To speak of all the great womeen who have 
contributed their share in the uplift and progress of humanity would take 
hours. I cite these two in order to bring you a better vision of the opportu- 
nity which lies at the door of the dental assistant. May I say, what others 
have done, we can do! 

Let us be challenged by the heights to which women like ourselves can 
rise. Let us be proud of the fact that we are dental assistants and because 
we are dental assistants we contain within ourselves the resources of serv- 
ice and the courage to enable us to climb far and wide. It is not what 
Destiny does with us, it is what we do with Destiny that determines what 
we shai! become. 

We must have a definite vision of a bigger future before we can im- 
prove. Hoping for advancement without doing something about it accom- 
plishes nothing, wishing for success will not bring it. Advancement comes 
only through the laying of careful plans and the practical working of these 
plans step by step until they are fully carried out. 

Dental Societies came into being due to the need for closer cooperation 
and a desire to exchange knowledge of mutual benefit to all concerned. 
There was a time when it was’ not necessary to attend college or pass a 
State Board and the law neither prohibited nor protected a dentist's right to 
practice. Dentistry was recognized as a profession and licensed by State 
law only after it had standardized the profession to such an extent that 
colleges trained men whom they felt could capably and safely serve the 
public. It is essential and in the public interest that the vocation of dental 
assisting shall become standardized and recognized as a profession and 
that the assistant be formally trained, to guarantee this recognition. 

Here today are the pioneers blazing a trail into a broader footpath 
along which future dental assistants may walk with richer experience, 
greater achievements and more efficient service to the dental profession. 

This association of which you are an important part is directly the 
product of the farsightedness of our pioneers, they have given you and 
your vocation honor and prestige. Let every member take this to heart 
and promise herself that she will do her duty in placing her vocation on a 
higher plane and by so doing give credit to the splendid women who gave 
us the foundations of what we are enjoying today. 

With this heritage and a spirit of confidence let us pledge our utmost 
efforts to greater achievements in the future. May the years to come be 
recorded by achievements rather than by calendar years.

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REPORT OF THE TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE AMERICAN 
DENTAL ASSISTANTS ASSOCIATION, SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA 


October 17-18-19-20, 1949

The program of the Silver Anniversary of the American Dental Assist- 
ants Association was dedicated to the Pioneers of the Association “who in 
twenty-five years of earnest endeavor have raised our standards, education- 
ally and professionally.'’ In a larger sense the meeting was a dedication 
to the future and a reaching toward “greater achievements in our chosen 
vocation.’ Interesting, that our silver anniversary meeting took place in 
the City by the Golden Gate in the year that California is celebrating the 


one-hundredth anniversary of the gold rush; the meeting was one to stress 
traditions. 


One-hundred-four delegates, fifteen members of the Board of Trustees, 
and thirty-six alternates answered to roll call at the opening house of dele- 
gates meeting on Monday, October 17th. This first meeting is always a 
“settling down to business,’ a preparation for a task to be done. Roll call, 
seating of delegates, appointment of reference committees, reports from 
Officers, Trustees, and Committee Chairmen of the work that has been accom- 
plished during the past year and recommendations from Officers, from the 
Board of Trustees, from Committee Chairmen and from State and Local 
Societies for work to be done in time to come. Talking to delegates who are 
in attendance at their first National meeting, we always find that they are 
astonished at the amount of work accomplished by the Officers, Trustees 
and Chairmen of Committees; girls who are “just other Dental Assistants” 
who don white uniforms every morning and work in a Dental Office each 
day, and burn midnight oil after the day's work is done as their contribu- 
tion to the great purpose of the American Dental Assistants Associttion, to 
raise the standard of Dental Assisting and strengthen the arm of Dentistry. 


The second house of delegates meeting on Tuesday, October 18th, gave 
consideration to the recommendations heard on the previous day; these rec- 
ommendations had been co-related by a committee appointed for that pur- 
pose; following is a list of recommendations and their disposition by the 
House of Delegates. 


From the President's Report: 


1. THAT an extensive membership drive be undertaken and the following 
prizes awarded: 


$25.00 cash prize to the Society in Class I having the largest percentage 
of increase; 


$50.00 cash prize to the Society in Class II having the largest percentage 
of increase; 

$75.00 cash prize to the Society in Class III having the largest percentage 
of increase; membership drive to close sixty days before the Annual Meeting, 


in 1950. Carried. 


2. THAT a prize of $25.00 from the Journal Fund be awarded the member 
who writes the best article of educational value to the assistant and/or for 
the general welfare of the vécation. The Journal Staff to be the judges and 
the contest to close sixty days prior to the Annual Meeting in 1950. Carried.

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3. THAT the Treasurer be authorized by the House of Delegates, to have a 
Post-Convention Audit of the General Fund account after all convention bills 
have been paid. Carried. 


4. THAT a Committee of three members of the Board of Trustees be ap- 
pointed to study and recommend a plan of redistricting the present ten dis- 
tricts. Carried. 


5. THAT the Immediate Past President not remain as a voting member of 
the Board, and the travel expense of this officer be eliminated. Carried. 


From the Second Vice President's Report: 


1. THAT in the future the banquet chairman and committee members shall 
all be in the immediate area of the convention. Much worry, time and ex- 
pense will be saved. Carried. 


From the General Secretary's Report: 


1. THAT all A. D. A. A. Officers shall be past trustees, or have had at 
least two years’ experience as committee chairman or committee member 
of. the national association before nomination or election to office. Carried. 


From the J. A. S. Scholarship Fund Report: 


1. THAT the two scholarships given by the Juliette A. Southard Scholarship 
Fund be not limited to Lux College and Los Angeles Junior College. (This 
could be done by eliminating items A-and-B under Number |, of the Rules 
of.the Committee.) Carried. 


From the Past Presidents’ Council: 


1. THAT all members who joined the A. D. A. A. before 1925 and maintained 
active membership, be made Life Members without payment of dues. Carried. 
From State and Local Societies and Trustees— 


District of Columbia Dental Assistants Society: 


1. THAT the official pin of the American Dental Assistants Association shall 
not be changed, but shall remain the same size and pattern as our founder, 
Juliette A. Southard, first recommended it. Referred to the Pin Committee. 


Missouri State Dental Assistanis Association: 


1. THAT a pin be designed to be worn with the A. D. A. A. pin; the design 
to be such as to give identification to the Certified Dental Assistant. For de- 
sign we suggest a pin the size of a twenty-five cent piece, with a gold cross 
incased in blue with the legible lettering: “Certified Dental Assistant’, or 
“Certified Dental Nurse.” Referred to Certification Board. 


Southern California State Dental Assistants Association: 


1. THAT some inquiry be made to the Certification Board, through the 
American Dental Assistants Association, that financial help be given to the 
State Societies giving these examinations. They are quite costly and con- 
sidering the fee paid to take the examination, plus the fee many societies 
have to charge the members taking the 104-Hour Course, plus the travel and 
hotel expenses, adds up to a considerable sum. It has been suggested that 
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at least Two Dollars ($2.00) of the Ten Dollar ($10.00) fee be reimbursed to the 
State Society holding the Certification examination. This will offset any 
chance of the State Societies having to assess their members additional 


monies to help defray expenses of the examinations. Referred to Certifica- 
tion Board. 


Northern California Dental Assistants Association: 


1. THAT since Certification Examination expenses are to be paid by the 
State Society giving the examination (or local Society where no State So- 
ciety exists) $5.00 of the examination fee be retained by the State Associa- 


tion giving the examination to defray expenses of examination. Referred to 
Certification Board. 


2. THAT to maintain listing in the Directory of Certified Dental Assistants 
in the United States of America, a dental assistant must maintain active 
membership in the American Dental Assistants Association. Amended to 


read—"maintain membership’ and referred to Certification Board as 
amended. 


3. THAT a more durable, removable, light-weight Certification emblem be 
made for the caps. Referred to Certification Board. 


Iowa State Dental Assistants Association: 


1. THAT a more specific and detailed Working Outline for the 104-Hour 
Certification Study Course, be prepared so that the instructors will better 
understand what is expected of them in teaching the course. 


. Referred to Education Committee. During the past year, the 1949 Cer- 
tification Board has prepared such an outline; at the third House of Dele- 
yates meeting the Education Committee recommended that this outline, pre- 
pared by the 1949 Certification Board be adopted. The recommendation 
carried and the outline has been adopted for use by Courses in Certification 
if they so desire. 


Georgia Dental Assistants Association: 


1. THAT some plan be worked out whereby textbooks written for dental 
assistants, on the different subjects in the 104-Hour Study Course, be secured 
and made available for use in the Study Courses. 

Referred to Education Committee. 


Seventh District Trustee: 
1. THAT the A. D. A. A. Certification Board, Inc., and the A. D. A. A. Edu- 


cation Committee formulate a plan whereby our A. D. A. A. Members in our 


small scattered communities can prepare themselves for the Certification 
Examination. 


Referred to Education Committee. 


Oregon State Dental Assitsants Association: 


THAT to maintain listing in the Directory of Certification for Dental Assist- 
ants in the United States of America, a dental assistant must maintain 
active membership in the American Dental Assistants Association. 
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Referred to Certification Board, after amending to read "maintain mem- 
bership.’ (This is included in Northern California's recommendation) (du- 
plication). 


Pittsburgh Dental Assistants Association (Pennsylvania): 


1. THAT only one year employment be required before application for 
examination for Certification. 

Referred to Certification Board. 

Washington State Dental Assistants Association: 


THAT everyone receiving a Certificate remain a member of the A. D. A. A. 
Referred to Certification Board. (Duplication of Northern California's 
and Oregon's recommendation.) 
Southern California State Dental Assistants Association: 
THAT when a dental assistant in dire need or great emergency applies for 
and is found deserving of a grant from the Juliette Southard Relief Fund, 
that the money be immediately forthcoming and not divided into weekly 
installments. 
Referred to J. A. S. Relief Committee. 


New Jersey State Dental Assistants Association: 


1. THAT the Public Relations Committee, perhaps in cooperation with the 
Education Committee, take definite steps to see that the dentists are made 
more thoroughly acquainted with the aims of the A. D. A. A.; that it be im- 
pressed on them the importance of all their assistants belonging to such an 
association, particularly as an aid in combating detrimental legislation and 
furthering dental health to the public. 


2. THAT the Public Relations Committee be more informed concerning the 
recognition of our profession in legislation, especially in Education. (Perhaps 
this might be accomplished through contact with the A. D. A. A. Public Rela- 
tions or Liaison Committee.) Referred to Public Relations Committee. 


From Report of Chairman of Public Relations Committee: 


THAT a date be published in the Journal re: the closing of the Program 


Contest. This date should be two months prior to the National Meeting. 
Adopted. 


THAT second and third prizes or Honorable Mention ribbons should be 
awarded. One prize is not really sufficient for the very fine programs sub- 
mitted. Adopted. 


Northern California Dental Assistants Association: 
THAT the National Budget be revised to make the National Meeting self- 
supporting. 

Referred to Budget Committee. Recommendation for adoption and 
carried. 
Chairman of the Budget Committee: 


‘].. THAT the 1950 dues be divided as follows: $1.80 of each member's dues 
be allocated to the A. D. A. A. General Fund, and $1.20 be allocated to the 
A. D. A. A. Journal Fund. Carried. 
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2. THAT the 1949-1950 General Fund Budget be based on the anticipated 
income from 5,500 members at $1.80 per member, or a total of $9,900.00; 
THAT the Journal Fund Budget be based on the anticipated income from 
5,500 subscriptions at $1.20 per member, or a total of $6,600.00. Carried. 


3. THAT Article XIII, Section 4 be amended to read: 

"There shall be a registering fee of $3 for members and $4 for non- 
members. An amount of the registration fee not to exceed $800 shall be 
turned over to the local arrangements committee to help defray expenses 
of the convention.” 

Tabled to By-Laws Committee. 

Chairman of the Juliette A. Southard Relief Fund: 


THAT paragraph No. 5 be deleted, and the following substituted: 


1. “In order to function at all, the Juliette A. Southard Relief Fund must 
depend upon contributions from the Component Societies of the A. D. A. A. 
Therefore, the members of the Committee suggest that a society in which 
one or more of its members have received aid from this Fund during the 
year—that the local and state societies make an effort to raise an adequate 
amount of money to keep the fund in a healthy financial condition by spon- 
soring Juliette A. Southard Birthday Parties throughout the State. 
Motion that substitution be made, carried. 


2. THAT in the second paragraph of No. 11, the amount be changed to 
$100.00. Carried. 

THAT in the third paragraph of No. 11, the amount be changed to 
$150.00. Carried. 


3. THAT the summary of contributions by states be published in the Jour- 
nal. Carried. 


4. THAT $300.00 be transferred from the General Fund to the Revolving 
Fund. Carried. 


5. THAT $740.00 be invested in a Government Bond. Carried. 
Chairman of the By-Laws Committee: 


1. THAT the A. D. A. A. Second Vice President be in charge of Student 
Memberships. Carried. 


2. THAT specific duties of all three Vice Presidents be included in the 
By-Laws and that the Board of Trustees stipulate these duties. Carried. 


From the Chairman of the A. D. A. A. Certification Board: 


1. THAT the disposition of the 1949 recommendations from the House of 
Delegates to the Certification Board be published in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Dental Assistants Association. Carried. See Page 232. 


From Chairman of Clinics and Exhibits Committee: 


1. THAT we discontinue the use of our present Trophies for competitive 
clinics and make all clinics presented at American Dental Assistant Asso- 
ciation Meetings non-competitive, adhereing to them strictly for their educa- 
tional value. Carried. 
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Chairman of the A. D. A. A. Emblem Pin Committee: 


1. THAT the Pin Committee appointed by the President include one mem- 
ber from each District and one additional member to serve as Pin Committee 
Chairman. (Under the present arrangement it is necessary for the Chairman 
to perform the Committee work in her District in addition to her duties as 
Chairman. The recommended plan would relieve the Chairman of the 
work in her District and allow her to give undivided attention to the duties 
of her office.) Carried. 


2. THAT a Pin Chairman shall be appointed by each Component Society 
to serve for a period of at least two years. (This recommendation is intended 
to eliminate the office of State Pin Chairman by amending the following 
recommendation which was adopted in 1947: “That each local and State 
Society be requested to appoint a Pin Chairman to serve at least two years, 
or longer.’’ It is the duty of the State Secretary to check all orders for Pins 
to determine if those ordering are eligible. If this duty was placed in the 
hands of a State Pin Chairman it would be more of a burden on the State 
Secretary to keep the State Pin Chairman supplied with an accurate up-to- 
date list of eligible members than if she were to check the orders herself. 
Therefore the office of State Pin Chairman would not be required and Com- 
ponent Society Pin Chairmen would act under the direct supervision of the 
District Pin Committee member.) Carried. 


3. THAT our Emblem Pin be made available in a larger size, approximately 
three-quarters of an inch in diameter, to be worn on the uniform only. (There 
would be no change in the size of our present Pin which would be worn off 
duty and also on the uniform if desired. The wearing of the larger Pin would 
be entirely optional. The cost would be $3.00 for a gold filled Pin and ap- 
proximately $10.00 for one of 1OK gold. The gold filled Pin is recommended 
due to its excellent appearance and wearing qualities.) This motion was 
lost. 


From the Education Committee: 


1. THAT the A. D. A. A. and all components continue to petition dental 
schools, the dental profession and dental societies, to further the plan of 
dental assistant training in recognized dental colleges. Carried. 


2. THAT certain standards be met by all schools submitting courses of 
study for approval and our recommendation. All schools to be judged by 
the same list of requirements. Carried. 


3. THAT the Chairman of the Certification Board automatically become a 
member of the Education Committee. Carried. 


4, THAT the additional preparatory work submitted by the Committee be 
added to the Outline of the 104-Hour Study Course. This work was com- 
pleted by Sadie Hadley, Chairman of the Certification Board. Carried. 


5. THAT the University of Pennsylvania's course for dental assistants re- 
ceive the recommendation of the A. D. A. A., through approval. Carried. 


6.. THAT the Course of assisting given by the San Diego Vocational and 
High Schools be accepted also as an accredited school with our approval, 
to be accepted for a probationary period. Carried. 
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7. THAT the following recommendations received by the Committee 
throughout the year be studied by the A. D. A. A..: 


First, - Namely that the 104-Hour Study Course be studied to see if it 
-would be possible to prepare a correspondence course similar, to prepare 
various members for Certification; to investigate the cost, material required 
etc. Carried. 


Second, - That the A. D. A. A. consider soldiciting the dental societies, 
along with the dental assistant groups to begin study courses to prepare 
members for certification. Carried. 


THAT the applications of three other school courses received by us for recog- 
nition be referred to the new Education Committee for their consideration. 
Carried. 


From the Board of Trustees: 


THAT a revolving fund of set amount sufficient to cover routine central office 
expense be authorized; said account to be placed in local bank; monies to 
be disbursed by executive secretary; fund automatically reinstated through 
one voucher monthly. Carried. 


THAT the social activities of the A. D. A. A. annual meeting be restricted to 
a reception by hostess society, and a banquet. Carried. 
From the By-Laws Committee: 


Add rule No. 9 to standing rules: 

The president, first vice president, general secretary, and treasurer, shall be 
reimbursed for travel expens( first class railroad fare and Pullman), and 
hotel accommodations in attendance at national conventions. The second 
and third vice presidents shall be reimbursed for travel expenses (first class 
railroad fare and Pullman) in attendance at national conventions. Post- 
poned indefinitely. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE ADAA BY-LAWS 
From By-Laws Committee: 


1. ARTICLE III - MEMBERSHIP — Add to Section 7. 

“STUDENT MEMBERSHIP—Student Membership shall consist of students 
enrolled in dental assistants’ courses at colleges approved by a two-thirds 
vote of the House of Delegates. Student members shall pay two dollars 
($2.00) annual dues in advance, which shall entitle them to all privileges of 


general membership except that of voting.” Referred back to By-Laws 
Committee. 


2. ARTICLE III] - MEMBERSHIP Substitute for present Section 9, the 
following: 


“Section 9. All dues for the current year must be in the hands of the Execu- 
tive Secretary by April Ist, in order for a member to be in good standing 
(not delinquent).’’ Carried. 


3. ARTICLE X - DUES — Make this item Section 2—change present Section 
2 to Sec. 3. 
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"All dues received by the Executive Secretary after November Ist shall be 
credited for membership for the following fiscal year.’ Carried. 


4. ARTICLE XV - AMENDMENTS — Insert “by those present and voting”, 
so it will read: 

These By-Laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of those present and 
voting in the House of Delegates, provided notice of the same has been sent 
to each local and state society at least sixty days prior to the meeting at 
which it is to be voted upon.” Carried. 


5. ARTICLE XV - AMENDMENTS — Add Section 2, as follows: 

These By-Laws may be amended at any Annual Meeting by a unanimous 
vote of the House of Delegates, provided the proposeed revision is presented 
twenty-four (24) hours before being voted upon.” Rejected. 


6. ARTICLE IX - EMPLOYES — Insert ; 
The Executive Secretary shall collect all dues and transfer them to the 
Treasurer.’ Carried. 


7. ARTICLE VI - DUTIES OF OFFICERS — Section 3, GENERAL SECRE- 
TARY 

Strike out the last sentence of this paragraph—''She shall collect all dues 
and transfer them to the Treasurer.’’ Carried. 


8. : STANDING RULES — Add Rule 9, as follows: 

The President, First Vice-President, General Secretary, and Treasurer, shall 
be reimbursed for travel (lst class railroad fare and Pullman) expense, and 
Hotel accommodations in attendance at National Conventions. The Second 
and Third Vice-Presidents shall be reimbursed for travel (lst class railroad 
fare and Pullman) expense in attendance at National Conventions.” Tabled.

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REPORT OF THE JULIETTE A. SOUTHARD RELIEF FUND COMMITTEE 


The members of the Juliette A. Southard Relief Fund Committee, Robina McMurdo, Ottie 
Helms, and Evelyn Brett have instructed me to make the following report and recommendations: 

We have aided one member during the past year who has been very ill for many months. 
Up to the time of closing the books of the Treasurer $175.00 had been paid to her in weekly 
payments of $15.00 each for ten weeks, and a check for $25.00 was sent to her pending author- 
ization of the grant, leaving a balance of $825.00 in the Revolving Fund for relief purposes. 

Contributions to the Fund from August 1, 1949 to August 31, 1949 are $887.24. Interest 
accrued on the bank deposit since the last audit is $22.45. Total balance in General Fund 
$1,254.78. 

One more Government Bond has been added to the Investment Fund—cost $740.00. Total 
amount in Investment Fund $3,330.00. 

Expense of printing pamphlets was $51.01 and fee for bank checks $1.00. Total expense 
$52.01. 

A complete summary. of contributions by States and a break down of the receipts, expendi- 
tures, and the amounts in the various funds are attached herewith. 

The Committee recommends 

THAT Rule No. 5 "The Component and State Societies combined must agree to raise as 
much as is asked of the Juliette A. Southard Relief Fund Committee, by sponsoring a Birthday 
Party, which will yield an adequate amount to cover the amount of the grant,’ be deleted 
and the following substituted: 

In order to function at all, the Juliette A. Southard Relief Fund must depend upon contribu- 
tions from the Component Societies of the A. D. A. A. Therefore, the members of the Committee 
suggest that a society in which one or more of its members have received aid from this Fund 
during the year that the local and state societies make an effort to raise an adequate amount 
of money to keep the Fund in a healthy financial condition by sponsoring Juliette A. Southard 
Birthday Parties throughout the State. 

THAT Rule 11, second paragraph be changed so that it will read “A membership of 3 to 5 
years, inclusive, is limited to an amount not to exceed $100.00 total instead of $50.00 total. 

THAT Rule 11, paragraph 3, be changed so that it will read: “A membership of 5 to 10 
years, inclusive, is limited to an amount not to exceed $150.00 total, instead of $100.00 total.” 

THAT the summary of contributions by states be published in the Journal. 

THAT $300.00 be transferred from the General Fund to the Revolving Fund. 

THAT $740.00 be invested in a Government Bond.

REPORT OF THE CERTIFICATION BOARD TO THE THIRD HOUSE OF DELEGATES 
OF THE AMERICAN DENTAL ASSISTANTS ASSOCIATION 


The Certification Board has considered and acted upon the recommendations referred to 
it from the Second House of Delegates of the ADAA as follows: 

From Missouri: That a pin be designed to be worn with the ADAA pin, the design to be 
such as to give identification to the certified. dental assistant. For design we suggest a pin 
the size of a 25 cent piece with a gold cross encased in blue with a legible lettering “certified 
dental nurse”. The board is not in favor of adding a pin or changing the procedure of using 
the emblem. It was agreed that when new emblems are ordered from the manufacturer that 
a cotton base will be specified for the emblem rather than the rayon now in use. The price of 
the emblem has been changed so that these will be sold 3 for 25 cents. The action taken by 
the board on the recommendation on this suggestion for a pin also included action of the 
recommendation from Northern California: That a more durable removable, lightweight certifi- 
cation emblem be made for the caps. 


From Southern California: That financial help be given to state societies giving these 
examinations, and the suggestion that $2.00 be reimbursed to the state society holding the 
examinations was rejected, as was also the recommendation from 


Northern California: That $5.00 of the examination be retained by the state association. Both 
of these recommendations were rejected. 


From Northern California: That to maintain listing in the Directory of Certified Dental 
Assistants of the United States of America a dental assistant must maintain membership in 
the ADAA, and from Oregon, the same recommendation, and from Washington: That everyone 
receiving a certificate remain a member of the ADAA. These three recommendations were 
rejected because the Certification Board under its Articles of Incorporation is not invested with 
the power to compel membership in another organization to keep the certificate now being 
granted in good standing. 


From Pittsburgh: That only one year employment be required before application for exam- 
ination for certification; this recommendation has been referred to the 1949-50 Certification 
Board for consideration. 


From Tennessee, a recommendation which was referred to the Certification Board: That 
girls who have been members less than two years be allowed to take the examination at the 
next set time with certificates to be withheld until two years have ended, was referred to the 
1949-50 Certification Board for consideration. 


The American Dental Assistants Certification Board, Inc., recommends to the ADAA that 
the word “profession” in The Dental Assistant's Pledge be replaced by the word, “vocation”. 


Although the Certification Board has found it necessary to reject some of the recommen- 
dations referred to it by the ADAA affiliated societies at this time, this does not mean that 
further thought and consideration will not be given to the suggestions that have been made 
by means of these recommendations. The Board is mindful of the need for changes and is 
grateful for all ideas that have been presented to it through the ADAA societies and hopes that 
all societies will continue their interest in helping to improve the program of certification. 


Additional instructions to Examining Chairmen have been prepared with more detailed 
information as to how to make the arrangements for state examinations. The Board has also 
approved the suggestion that each candidate for examination be given a copy attached to her 
examination papers titled: Instructions to the Applicant for Examinations, as it is difficult for 
the applicant to retain the verbal instructions given by the Examining Chairman at the begin- 
ning of the exam.

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Assistance for the Assistant 


IN THE LABORATORY 

1. A small bulletin board in the laboratory is a great help to both the 
doctor and the assistant. Three scratch pads tacked to the board are ready 
for: (a) the day's schedule, (b) a want list of needed supplies and (c) dates 
for insertion of bridges and inlays. 

2. Keep a small prophylaxis brush handy to clean debris from burs 
before sterilizing. 

3. Keep a supply of amalgam measured into celluloid capsules to speed 
up mixing of restoration. 

IN THE DARK ROOM 

1. The lead foil backing from an X-ray film labeled and folded around 
the neck of the film rack will quickly identify processed X-rays. 

2. Gently press a blotter to the lower edge of wet X-rays for quicker 
drying. The blotter will absorb excess moisture. 

3. Lining up films before developing them in the same order that they 
are to be mounted will speed up the mounting of processed X-rays. 

4. When mounting films on developing rack peel the outer wrappers 
back banana style to prevent finger prints on films. 

IN THE OPERATORY 

1. If explorer, mouth mirror and cotton pliers are wrapped together in 
a cleansing tissue before storing in the cabinet they will be more accessible. 

2. Prevent spilling of Phenol by placing cotton in the bottom of the 
bottle and saturating it with phenol. This will also prevent crystallizing o/ 
phenol in cold weather. 

APPOINTMENT BOOK HINTS 

1. Keep patients coming on same day of week and same hour of day 
if possible. 

2. Reserve one more appointment than is apparently needed on ex- 
tensive rehabilitation cases to allow for any unforeseen delays such as 
additional work, cancelled appointments, etc. 

CASE HISTORY RECORD HINTS 

1. List all appointments in lower right corner of face of record for quick 
check on future appointments. 

2. Circle estimate to be used. 

3. Buck slip record sheets for doctor's notations. 

4. Mark X-ray wenneed in ted pens. 


ee Records 


Accurate and complete records for each patient are essential to a 
successful dental practice. These records should be kept and filed accurate- 
ly and systematically to increase efficency in the dental office. 

Examination Charts filled out accurately according to dictation keep a 
picture before us of the work to be done and the work already completed. 
Cavities to be filled or teeth to be extracted, indicated on the chart with red 
pencil and marked over with blue pencil when the operation is completed, 


are seldom overlooked, thus saving time, additional nerve blocking and 
embarrassment.
